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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, 4-19, 21-24, and 26-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Applicants' remarks filed on 05/18/2009 were carefully reviewed. As the 
results, the combination of Agrawal (2004/0024901) and Hiller (US. Pat. #: 6,445,922) 
failed to teach the features of, inter alia, the Home Agent stores the home address to be 
registered when it receives a request for registrating a home address of the mobile 
node, as recited in the amended independent claims 1, 19, 24 and 27, and stated on 
pages 7-9 of the remarks. Other references cited in the previous Office Action also 
failed to teach the above mentioned features. Other dependent claims are allowed 
based on the above reasons. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
